es THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT 





The article, “The Gifts of the Spir- 
it,” was given space in the January 27 
issue of the Evangel because it was, 
at that time, my opinion that the au- 
thor held that Paul, and others to 
whom he referred, used their hands 
at the bestowal of spiritual gifts only 
as a matter of confirming the gifts 
that were actually imparted to the in- 
dividual mentioned, by Almighty God. 
Your editor reached this conclusion, 
although aware that better thought 
construction could have been used all 
along, due to the following expressions 
under the subhead, “Let Us Consider 
the Gifts.” 

1. “First, what are the gifts? The 
gifts are divine impartations of heav- 
enly benefits given by Jesus after He 
ascended on high. 

2. “How are the gifts given? All the 
gifts are given by the same Spirit. The 
gifts are confirmed by the work of the 
prophet. Remember, Paul in Acts 13 
was a prophet. Rom. 1:11, ‘For I long 
to see you, that I may impart unto you 
some spiritual gifts, to the end ye 
may be established.’ 

3. “We conclude that the gifts are 
given by the Holy Ghost and con- 
firmed by the prophet. Whenever the 
Holy Ghost imparts to a saint a gift, 
He expects the saint to use the gift.” 

The policy of the Church of God, as 
directed by the Supreme Council, de- 
Pe heads, and by the whole- 

earted support of 9934 per cent of 
its ministers and members, has main- 
tained for our denomination constancy 
in well-balanced spirituality by en- 
deavoring to exercise spiritual zeal, 
only according to knowledge. This we 
have done despite varied interpreta- 
tions and practices, prevalent espe- 
cially in recent months. Therefore, it 
is easy to understand that we do not 
support or condone the writing or 
preaching of anyone who would tend 
to humanize the impartation of spirit- 
ual gifts or the non-scriptural exercise 
of spiritual gifts. With these thoughts 
before you, may I ask that you cross 
out any part of the article of January 
27 on “The Gifts of the Spirit” that 
do not harmonize with this position. 
You may rest assured that your editor 
is for everything the Church of God 
stands for, and against everything 
that it is against. I shall, as I have, 
try to — anything going through 
any of our publications that would 
misrepresent the } iy! and position 
of the Church of God. But you might 
keep in mind that it is difficult for 
anyone, and more so for some, to say 
what they want to in writing, and I 
don’t want to discourage, especially 
our ministers, from writing, by editing 
too severely or returning too many 
articles. So I extend to you the invita- 
tion to continue writing for our publi- 
cations, but make it as easy as you can 
for your Editor-in-Chief by staying in 
line with our policies, doctrines, and 
teachings; and if you can spare the 
time, pray for the staff of editors here, 
and we will greatly appreciate it. The 
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Lord’s most gracious blessings rest up- 
on every reader.

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When Will Russia Invade Palestine?

God’s clock is about to strike, 
heralding the rapture of the church, 
the rise of the antichrist and Arma- 
geddon. 

In reviewing Ezekiel, chapters 38 
and 39, carefully, we have identified 
the nations which will band together 
and be known as the Great Northern 
Confederacy, I think, headed by Rus- 
sia. This confederacy will come down 
into the land of Palestine to invade 
it and take the spoil. We have also 
identified the nations which will op- 
pose the northern “Bear” in its in- 
vasion of the land, and we have read 
of the chaos and the shaking of the 
earth as God pours out His wrath at 
that time. Since the invasion of Pal- 
estine by the Northern Confederacy 
will have to take place after the Jews 
are peacefully settled in the land, it 
is obvious that this will occur during 
the tribulation period. I shall not go 
into detail here to discuss the matter 
of the tribulation, but it is —— 
accepted that the first half of the 
seven years will be a time when the 
antichrist, having confirmed the cov- 
enant with the Jews, will be able to 
institute a false millennium; in other 
words, a time which will seem peace- 
ful. During this time, Israel will do 
great things in the land of Palestine. 
Probably the Temple will be rebuilt. 
It will be a period of great prosperity, 
and yet it will be a time when the 
world will be getting ready for the 
battle of battles—Armageddon. 


THE TIME OF THE RAPTURE 


Evidence points, also, to the rap- 
ture of the church before this tribu- 
lation period begins. After this the 
antichrist will appear and confirm a 
covenant with Israel for seven years. 
Coinciding with this is the opening 
of the seals and blowing of the trum- 
pets, as pictured in the book of Rev- 
elation. Both of these will, at least in 
part, occur during the first half of 
the seven years. Isa. 26:19-21 is an 
Old Testament scripture which seems 
to point definitely to the time of the 
rapture: “Thy dead men shall live, 
together with my dead body shall 
they arise. Awake and sing, ye that 
dwell in dust: for thy dew is as the 
dew of herbs, and the earth shall 
cast out the dead. Come, my people, 
enter thou into thy chambers, and 
shut thy doors about thee: hide thy- 
self as it were for a little moment, 
until the indignation be overpast. For, 
behold, the Lord cometh out of his 
place to punish the inhabitants of 
the earth for their iniquity: the earth 
also shall disclose her blood, and shall 
no more cover her slain.” One of 
these days the righteous dead will 
hear the command from heaven, 
“Come up hither.” Then the earth 
will cast forth the dead. The cry from 
heaven will resound, “Come, my peo- 
ple, enter thou into thy chambers, 
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and shut thy doors about thee: hide 
thyself as it were for a little moment, 
until the indignation be overpast.” 
This can be nothing less than the 
removal of the bride of Jesus Christ 
from the earth to a specially pre- 
pared hiding place, while the nations 
experience the awfulness of the wrath 
of God. Again, in Rev. 3:10, we are 
told, “I also will keep thee from the 
hour of temptation, which shall come 
upon all the world, to try them that 
dwell upon the earth.” In reading 
Luke 21:35, 36, we find we are told to 
pray that we may escape the things 
which are coming to pass. 

The great story of the rapture is 
told in 1 Thess. 4:13-18, “But I would 
not have you to be ignorant, breth- 
ren, concernng them which are asleep, 
that ye sorrow not, even as others 
which have no hope. For if we be- 
lieve that Jesus died and rose again, 
even so them also which sleep in Je- 
sus will God bring with him. For this 
we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we which are alive and 
remain unto the coming of the Lord 
shall not prevent them which are 
asleep. For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first: Then we 
which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: 
and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord. Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words.” 


PREPARATION FOR THE MARCH 


This then makes it expedient for us 
to watch closely the si of the 
times. Even today we see the prepara- 
tion of the Northern Confederacy to 
march into Palestine. How near must 
be the rapture of the church! Are you 
ready to meet the Lord? You remem- 
ber the man Elijah. One day he and 
Elisha, a young Christian, went on a 
little walk. Suddenly, the Lord ap- 
peared in the sky in a chariot, and 
Elijah was taken away. You will re- 
call that at least fifty doubting 
Thomases went out into the moun- 
tains intending to find Elijah. Pos- 
sibly they thought he had tumbled 
from the chariot and fallen some- 
where upon the mountain. They 
sought for him three days, but they 
found him not. Upon their return, 
Elisha said, “Did I not say unto you, 
Go not?” 

I am sure that immediately after 
the rapture of the church many will 
be seeking for their loved ones, but 
it will be in vain, for they will not be 
found. Even today, before the rap- 
ture of the church, the world is cry- 
ing for a Saviour of some kind, one 
who can save it from that which it 
feels is surely coming. People will 
not cry to the Savicur of their souls, 





but they are crying for a super man. 
Truly this prayer will be answered 
after the rapture of the church, for

The ultimate aim of the church is 
the promulgation of the full gospel to 
all the world. 

By “practical evangelism” we mean 
“something that can be put into ac- 
tion; pertaining to or manifested in 
action.” It is opposed to mere theory 
or speculation. 

Luke 10:30-36. When the good Sa- 
maritian saw the need of the poor, 
robbed, beaten, bloody, half dead man 
on the Jericho road, he went into 
action. The other fine gentlemen had 
theory, but the good Samaritan went 
to him, bound up his wounds, poured 
in oil and wine, set him on his own 
beast, took him to an inn, and paid 
his fare. V. 34. 

What we need is something that is 
feasible, advisable—methods that will 
work in the Church of God today. In 
John 4:1-24 Jesus saved a soul by 
personal work. Then in verses 28-30 
the convert went to tell others of her 
blessings and Blesser; therefore, both 
set for us challenging examples to 
follow. Also, in Matt. 9:36-38, “But 
when he saw the multitudes, he was 
moved with compassion on them, be- 
cause they fainted, and were scattered 
abroad, 9s sheep having no shepherd. 
Then saith he unto his dsiciples, The 
harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few; pray ye therefore 
the Lord of the harvest, that he will 
send forth labourers into his harvest.” 

“Compassion” means “sorrow excit- 
ed by the suffering of others.” 

“Send labourers.” I warn you, who 
plan to take up this program of which 
I am about to speak, that it is no easy 
task. The church needs churches and 
pastors who are willing to work, fast, 
pray, preach, visit, cry, and agonize 
for the lost. Mere theory alone” will 
not suffice. Human psychology is not 
sufficient. A well-planned program is 
not enough. Practical present-day 
Church of God evangelism must be 
based on the sound principles of the 
Bible. It must be administered by 
those who are called and anointed of 
God. It must come through sincere, 
honest, blood-washed, consecrated 
children of God. Can it be that the 
reason some churches do not have 
any more converts is that they do 
not know how? 

Present Day. At first thow<ht one 
may get the idea that by ‘resent 
day” is meant there are grands on 
which we may change our methods 
to suit the present condition; but 
that is not my thought. It is my firm 
and deep conviction that the New 
Testament is the last and only book 
of-rules for the church’s activities. I 
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mean that we should consult the book 
of Acts and see how the early Church 
did to be so successful in its evange- 
listic efforts. It is worthy of note, also, 
that we, in this day, have some 
things to “battle” that the early 
Church did not have; namely, mod- 
ernism, cold and formal churches, 
present world conditions, and the on- 
slaught of communism. 

Church of God. The modern 
churches have, to some extent, social- 
ized religion. Many precious people 
belong to one or the other of these 
churches who do not, and never have 
had a real born-again, blood-washed, 
Spirit-baptized experience with God. 
They are taught loyalty to their 
church but against the real truth of 
the God-loving, gospel-preaching, 
soul-travailing ministry of the Bible 
church. Consequently, we have a 
present-day evil against which we 
have to wrestle, and without God and 
the right methods of evangelism our 
efforts are futile. The war clouds 
hang low over the world. Commu- 
nism, unbelief, hatred, and deceit 
grip many hearts. Our boys are leav- 
ing home by the thousands to go as 
sacrifices to protect our freedom. Let 
us all do all we can to get them saved 
before they leave. 

A lady bowed over the casket of 
her life companion and moaned, 
“Darling, you never knew how I loved 
you.” Someone standing by sighed, 
“He can not hear you now, sister; no 
use to tell him.” God grant that we 
will not wait too long, for surely the 
Master’s business requireth haste. 

Evangelism: The message or news 
of man’s redemption through Christ, 


good news, glad tidings, preaching or 
promulgating the gospel. 

Text: Mark 16:15, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel.” 

Now we have before us a clear defi- 
nition of the subject “Practical Pres- 
ent-Day Church of God Evangelism.” 
It naturally becomes our duty to give 
the reasons why or the purpose for 
which we should endeavor to bring 
such a message to you. 

In the beginning, I should like for 
us to notice that God, the first great 
missionary, was greatly interested in 
His creation, man and woman, and 
when Satan had entered the lives of 
Adam and Eve and, consequently, 
caused sin, and sin brought fear, and 
they hid from the presence of God, 
He walked through the garden in the 
cool of the day looking for his com- 
panion and called out, “Adam, where 
art thou?” This search for man had 
gone on all the way down through 
the ages. Man has not searched for 
— as much as God has searched for 

m. 

Then we notice Abraham, the great 
man of whom we think as the first 
missionary in the Old Testament. 
God, in speaking to Abraham and 
asking him to get ready to leave his 
country, used the following words; 
“Now the Lord said unto Abraham, 
Get thee out of thy country and from 
thy kindred and from thy father’s 
house, and unto a land that I will 
show thee, and I will make of thee 
a great nation, and I will bless thee 
and make thy name great, and thou 
shalt be a blessing, and I will bless 
them that bless thee and curse him 
that curseth thee, and in thee shall 
all families of the earth be blessed.” 
Note the great promise God gave, 
“Thou shalt be a blessing.” 

This is certainly the desire of ev- 
ery real Christian worker who would 
go into the lost world and seek out 
the lost sheep for our Master. 

Then, we have Moses, the great law- 
giver and deliverer of Israel. Think of 
how he forsook all and gave up the 
privileges he had as one brought up in 
the palace of the leading civilized 
country in the world, with all the priv- 
ileges the Egyptian government could 
offer him. But he “chose rather to suf- 
fer the afflictions with the people of 
God than to share the pleasures of sin 
for a season.” 

Such examples are found frequent- 
ly throughout the Old Testament; but, 
of course, the New Testament fur- 
nishes our present-day basis for 
evangelism. 

I shall go on to think of Jesus, the 
beloved Son of God, who left His 
ivory palaces, and came down to a 
sin-cursed, dark, cold world. It is 
said that He came for the specific 
purpose as recorded in Matt. 1:21, 
“He shall save his people from their 
sins.” John 3:16, “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only be- 
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gotton Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him shall not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” The next verse de- 
clares that God sent not His Son into 
the world to condemn the world, but 
that the world through Him might 
be saved. Then we notice Luke 10:20, 
“The Son of man is come to seek and 
to save that which was lost.” 


We notice, first, of the disciples, that 
Andrew found and brought his broth- 
er Simon to Jesus, John 1:40-42. Then 
a little farther on in the chapter Philip 
sought out Nathanel and brought him 
to Jesus. All of the apostles were great 
workers and evangelists. The word 
“apostle” comes from the Greek word 
“apostello” and means “I send.” Then 
we have the word “mission,” so often 
used among the churches today, which 
comes from “mitto,” a Latin word 
which means “I send.” We hear the 
Master, in speaking to the frightened 
disciples as they had gathered in a 
room for fear of the Jews, after His 
resurrection, as He walked into the 
room where they were, and said, 
“Peace be unto you. As my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you.” So we 
can see that the commission, the re- 
sponsibility, the opportunity, and the 
privilege of evangelizing the world is 
with the church today. 

The great apostle Paul received his 
commission after being stricken down 
on the Damascus road, and we hear 
God, in speaking of him, say, “I will 
show him how great things he must 
suffer for my name,” for, said God, 
“he is a chosen vessel unto me, to 
bear my name before the Gentiles 
and kings and the children of Israel.” 
You notice throughout the Bible that 
even angels have not been privileged 
to preach this gospel, but God, for 
some reason, has chosen that man 
shall have the glorious privilege to 
pass the good word of salvation on 
to his fellow traveler. 

We have only to look about us and 
see the condition of the world, and 
to hear our Master say, “The fields... 
are white already to harvest ... and 


‘the laborers are few; pray ye there- 


fore the Lord of the harvest, that he 
will send labourers into his harvest.” 
Certainly, that should stir any church 
or pastor to the sense of the need of 
evangelizing and bringing the gospel 
of the Son of God, which alone is able 
to save souls, and help them to be 
overcomers. 

We have our institutions of learn- 
ing; we have our law. enforcement; 
and we have our public facilities that 
make America a wonderful place to 
live, but had you ever thought, the 
salvation of the soul is left entirely 
to the church? Those who are lost 
about you will be lost when Jesus 
comes or when they come to the end 
of the way unless the church brings 
the gospel to them, for faith and 
obedience to the gospel is the only 
thing that can save. The apostle Paul 
realized this when he said, “I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ for 
it is the power of God unto salvation 
to everyone that believeth.” So, God 
grant that we, as the great Church 
of God in this day, shall do our best 
to evangelize and carry the message 
to everyone about us. 
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When we realize the great task 
that is placed upon the church, and 
we see the great field of labor and 
the few real God-called and anointed, 
consecrated workers, we might shirk 
from our duty and feel that it is im- 
possible to do the work, if we did not 
realize that we are equipped like Je- 
sus, for said He, “As my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you.” In the 
fourth chapter of Luke we see that 
Jesus came equipped with power for 
service. He came to Nazareth where 
He had been brought up, and as His 
custom was, He went into the syna- 
gogue on the Sabbath day and stood 
up for to read, and there was de- 
livered unto Him the book of the 
prophet Esais. When He had opened 
the book, He found the place where 
it was written (notice his equipment), 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to 
preach the gospel to the poor, to heal 
the brokenhearted, to preach deliver- 
ance to the captive and recovering of 
sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, and to preach 
the acceptable year of the Lord.” He 
closed the book, gave it again to the 
minister, and sat down, and the eyes 
of them that were in the synagogue 
were fastened upon Him.” 

Beloved, we have this same equip- 
ment; the “anointing” of the Lord 
is upon us. With this anointing upon 
us and a fair knowledge of His 
precious Word, we are able to invade 
the territories of Satan and wrest 
from him precious souls. 

I stated before that the ultimate 
aim of the church is the promulga- 
tion of the full gospel to the whole 
world, and as someone has wisely 
said, “No man has a right to hear 
the gospel twice until all have 
heard it once.” This good news should 
be proclaimed to every human being. 
In Matthew 13 we have a glorious 
picture of what we term “mass evan- 
gelism.” “Behold a sower went forth 


to sow; as he sowed the seed fell; 
some among thorns, some on good 
ground, some out among the eds, 


and some on stony ground.” By this 
we see it is possible that in the 
preaching of the gospel to a great 
audience there are some who will not 
accept; some do not hear! some do 
not understand; some accept, do not 
go down to rock bottom and really 
get an experience with God; but, 
thank God, some seed fall upon good 
ground that brings forth good fruit. 
So we think of mass evangelism as a 
good way to reach multitudes; how- 
ever, I think it should be done very 
cautiously and wisely so as to proper- 
ly get the gospel to them. 

The gospel is actually spiritual 
dynamite; it drives men closer to God 
or drives them farther away. “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature; he that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved, 
and he that believeth not shall be 
damned.” 

Brother evangelist, yours is a pow- 
erful message, the precious Word of 
God, “quick and powerful and sharp- 
er than any two-edged sword,” and 
it will certainly do its work, for God’s 
Word will not return unto Him void, 


but it will accomplish His purpose. 

It is in these great mass meetings 
that most of the members of the 
church are converted. Then, we have 
personal work. We take the example 
of Jesus as recorded in St. John 4. 
Jesus found a woman at the well of 
Samaria. He opened a conversation 
with her and explained to her the 
deep things of God. She understood 
and acknowledged Him as the Christ. 
Something happened in her life, and 
she went to town and told the multi- 
tude, “Come, see a man that told me 
all things that ever I did; is not this 
the Christ?” Jesus would preach to a 
great multitude or to one individual. 

In Acts 8 we have the story of a 
great revival in the city of Samaria. 
Then we think of Paul’s tours, how he 
went throughout Asia Minor and even 
into Europe, and wherever he went 
his message was Jesus Christ. He had 
no other message than Jesus Christ 
and Him crucified. His argument to 
the Galatians who would backslide 
and go into Judaism, “I bear in my 
body the marks of the Lord Jesus, 
I am crucified to the world, and the 
world to me, by the cross of Jesus.” 
So the message for the church and 
the evangelist is Jesus. 

Where should we evangelize? It is 
our privilege to get the gospel to 
every community. If there is no 
church close by, then we should start 
one. Begin some type of evangelistic 
service. A Sunday School and the 
home-extension work, as mentioned 
so often by our youth leaders, is a 
good chance to get the Word into 
different communities. We remember 
the story of a child who found a Sun- 
day School card in Iowa Park, Texas. 
A good lady who is now an evangelist 
in the church took the card, explained 
the picture, told the little child about 
Jesus, and invited him to come back 
next Sunday afternoon. She had some 
more literature, and she talked to 
him more about Jesus. In a few weeks 
the children were bringing their 
parents and others came until a great 
revival broke out. A church was or- 
ganized, and now it is one of the best 
churches we have in the State of 
Texas. The seed of that great church 
was a Sunday School lesson on a 
little picture card. 

We hear God speaking to Jeremiah 
back in old Bible times, when Israel 
was backslidden and away from God. 
He said, “I will fish them out and 
hunt them out.” I find that one of 
our churches in the State has a fish- 
ing club and a hunting club. My 
brethren were so kind in our state 
ministers’ prayer conference as to 
agree that we may have prayer bands 
in all of our churches, and these 
prayer bands should become the “fish- 
ing and hunting clubs” that go out 
into the highways and hedges and 
compel them to come in, or find that 
one lamb that has strayed away, and 
as our Master so wisely showed us, 
we should leave the ninety and nine 
and go into the highways and hedges 
and get that one which is lost. May 
God’s blessings be upon our prayer 
bands throughout the State, and may 
they be able to lead the lost to Jesus.

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The Great Persecution 


By HENRY FRANKLIN, 


The persecutions generally known as 
the Great Persecution lasted from the 
year 303 to 313. The previous persecu- 
tions, which had been many and se- 
vere, had been largely local; but this 
one covered the whole empire. It is 
true that thousands of Christians had 
received the martyr’s crown in the 
earlier persecutions. Christians were 
different from the pleasure-loving Ro- 
man world. Many of the church fa- 
thers had been atrociously murdered, 
yet the fact remains that vast multi- 
tudes of the Christians had so far 
escaped with their lives. (This is not 
true for the City of Rome itself). Dur- 
ing severe persecutions in one pro- 
vince, Christians would flee to another, 
but some would not as they thought 
that even this was disloyalty to Jesus. 
The Roman Government had been 
getting weaker and weaker, and Ro- 
man social life was becoming even 
more corrupt. Under such circumstan- 
ces, thousands of people accepted the 
security that only Christianity can 
give. The Christians received little 
persecution other than nuisance at- 
tacks from the year 250 to 300. Many 
of the congregations became large and 
wealthy and noted for zeal and good 
works. 

Beginning with Diocletian, local 
autonomy in civil affairs gradually 
disappeared, and the empire became 
administered by a huge bureaucracy, 
entirely dependent on the emperor. 
The titular supremacy of Italy disap- 
peared, and a uniform system of ad- 
ministration came into play through- 
out the empire. This avowed despotism, 
Diocletian hedged round with all the 
pomp and majesty of Oriental mon- 
archy. This was far different from 
anything the Roman Empire had ever 
had before. But he was determined 
that Rome should again reach her an- 
cient grandeur. As a soldier he had no 
patience with the inefficiency and cor- 
ruption that had gradually overcome 
the civil government. Unfortunately, 
he held to the generally prevailing no- 
tion of the period, that there cannot 
be an empire of unity and solidarity 
unless all the citizens are faithful to 
a state religion. So, the old state-occa- 
sion celebrations were given back their 
original significance. 

Diocletian was chosen emporer by 
the army at Chalcedon. He was sp a 
ally loved for the goodness of his dis; 
position. In the latter part of his reign, 
however, he was induced to sanction 
a persecution of the Christians, whom 
he had long protected. As Diocletian 
was a man of serious religion, and that 
religion was of the old Roman type, 
he must have always been hostile to 
the Christians, even if he was genuine- 
ly attached to individuals. But he was 
too wise to attack hastily their great 
and strongly organized corporations. 
It was not until 302 that it was resolved 
to suppress Christianity throughout 
the empire. The problem was that 
though the Romans thought a man 
could have more than one religion, and 
that if he were not rebellious he would 
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be glad to engage in the worship of the 
state religion, the Christians knew 
that they could have only one religion. 

Although Diocletian’s name is asso- 
ciated with the last and most terrible 
of all the ten persecutions of the early 
Church, it was his subordinate, Galeri- 
us, who first induced him to turn 
prosecutor. Magnificent churches were 
being erected in the large cities, and 
the time seemed not far distant when 
the new religion would gain the as- 
cendancy over the old. This made the 
pagans feel that aoaeens drastic 
had to be done—Christianity rooted 
out, the Holy Scriptures abolished, the 
churches destroyed, and the ceme- 
teries confiscated. The Christians had 
been constantly increasing, both 
among the soldiers and the civil offi- 
cials. The general outbreak of perse- 
cution had been preceded for three 
years at least, by a more or less dis- 
guised persecution in the army. Vetu- 
rius, in the sixteenth year of Diocle- 
tian, forced a number of high-rank 
officers to prove their loyalty by the 
usual test of sacrificing to the gods of 
the empire on penalty of losing their 
honors and privileges. But many “sol- 
diers of Christ’s kingdom” cheerfully 
gave up the seeming glory of this 
world, and a few received death “in 
exchange for their pious constancy.” 

To Galerius are ascribed the four 
edicts against the Christians published 
after 303 by Diocletian. The first edict 
was issued to tear down the churches 
to the foundations, and to destroy the 
sacred Scriptures by fire; and com- 
manding, also, that those who were 
in honorable positions should be de- 
graded if they persevered in their ad- 
herence to Christianity. The second 
edict ordered that the bishops, pres- 
byters, and deacons should be im- 
prisoned. The third edict provided for 
torture to be used to compel them to 
sacrifice. Under the first three edicts, 
no man would lose his life unless it 
were for refusing to give up their 
books. Then, while Diocletian was laid 
aside for fourteen months of illness, 
Maximian in Rome issued a fourth 
edict. This time they went the limit 
and included the laity as well as the 
clergy. 

An illustration of the atrocious 
cruelty with which these edicts were 
enforced is the massacre of the whole 
population of a town because they de- 
clared themselves Christians. The ab- 
dication of Diocletian (1 May 305) and 
the subsequent partition of the empire 
brought relief to many provinces. The 
West remained peaceful after this. In 
the East, where Galerius and Maxi- 
mian held sway, the persecution con- 
tinued to rage. Thus it will be seen 
that this so-called Diocletian persecu- 
tion should be attributed to the influ- 
ence of Galerius; it continued for 
— years after Diocletian’s abdica- 
tion. 

Cruelty overreached itself, as usual. 
The heathens themselves were shocked 
at the horrible scenes which followed. 
Not only were multitudes of Christians 


tortured and murdered by the most 
excruciating means, but multitudes 
were maimed or blinded and then 
forced to work in the coal mines. Many 
of the officials delighted in devising 
new tortures. The heathens voted the 
persecution vulgar and very much 
overdone, and at Alexandria, they end- 
ed by hiding Christians in their houses. 
On April 11, 311, Galerius issued an 
edict to let the Christians practice their 
religion without hindrance. He rather 
naively stated that the Government 
had not really wanted to keep the 
Christians’ God from being worshiped, 
that they had only wanted to secure 
the worshiping of the native gods, but 
that the result had been a hindrance 
to the worship of either, and as a re- 
sult, terrible calamities (rebellions, 
earthquakes, sickness) had come on. 
A few days later he died. The Chris- 
tian authorities of his time condemned 
him violently as the author of the last 
great persecution of the Christians. 


_ On the effects of the persecutions 
in Egypt, we are well informed by ocu- 
lar witness preserved by Eusebius, who 
visited Egypt toward the end of the 
persecution, and seems to have been 
imprisoned there for the faith. He 
speaks of a large number of men in 
groups from ten to one hundred with 
young children and women, put to 
death in one day, and this for a long 
series of years. He describes the won- 
derful ardor of the faithful, rushin 
one after another to the judgment sea 
and confessing themselves Christians, 
the joy with which they received their 
sentence, the truly divine energy with 
which they endured for hours and days 
the most excruciating tortures, such 
as, scraping, racking, scourging, cru- 
cifixion upside down, not only with- 
out complaining, but singing and of- 
fering up hymns and thanksgiving to 
God till their very last breath. Various 
inscriptions and other incidental hints 
leave no reasonable doubt that the 
general impression of murderous fe- 
rocity given by Eusebius, the early 
Church historian (he is not very ac- 
curate in matters of which he was not 
an eyewitness to) is substantially 
true. The victorious deaths of these 
early Christians oo a in- 
spire us to stand steadfast in the faith. 

The ultimate outcome of rebellions 
and wars was the complete victory of 
Constantine on Oct. 28, 312. He soon 
proclaimed Christianity to have equal 
rights with other religions; indeed, he 
gave the church wd privileges. The 
church had gained‘this peace through 
the heroism of its martyrs and the 
powerful preaching of the gospel, but 
the real victory had come from God 
who had made good His promise, John 
16:33, “These things I have spoken un- 
to you, that in me ye might have peace. 
In the world ye shall have tribulation: 
but be of good cheer; I have overcome 
the world.” But the real fiery evan- 
gelical Christians did not long remain 
unmolested. Many are still being per- 
secuted, and many will continue to be 
persecuted until whatsoever things 
Christ has taught us have been taught 
to all nations. 

Matt 24:14, “And this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world for a witness unto all nations; 
and then shall the end come.”

WONDERFUL REVIVAL AT 
CRISTO, CUBA

I feel that I would be doing the 
folks back home an injustice if I did 
not write and tell you the wonderful 
results that our first service for the 
revival has brought. Tonight Brother 
Ford, the man whom I previously 
mentioned to you, came for a week of 
revival services. He preached a good 
sermon and then gave an altar call. 
We were all holding our breath and 
praying, wondering who would be 
the first to step forth. Heretofore it 
has not been so imporant to the peo- 
ple as tonight. The people had been 
coming because we were American 
and because they liked us; then, as 
they continued to come, many be- 
came interested in the gospel and 
came to receive more of the Word of 
God. Tonight we gave them the op- 
portunity to come forward and re- 
nounce their own religion, which 
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sometimes is a very dangerous thing 
to do here, and always a very serious 
offense. 

The first person to step forth and 
kneel in the altar was an elderly per- 
son; her daugher followed. We waited. 
No one else moved. Then the crowd 
began to stir. I began to pray hard, 
and when I opened my eyes to see 
what was happening, I believe I can 
safely say there were at least one 
hundred people going forth to claim 
Christ as their Saviour, regardless of 
the cost. Can you not imagine the 
joy I felt as I saw these people whom 
I have worked with for such a short 
while, stepping out for Christ! The 
postmaster, a piano teacher, and a 
young man from the monastery were 
among those who came forward. I am 
so thankful for the way the Lord has 
helped to win these people to Christ; 
not to ourselves, but to Him who de- 
serveth all praise. 

We have to turn so many away 
every service here in Cristo. We do so 
much need a larger building. We 
could reach many more people if we 
only had room for them. The chil- 
dren would take all the room that 
we have if we permitted them to do 
so, but we have to put them in the 
corners and around the sides in order 
to let the grownups in. I do ~_ ~ we 
can get the means to rent or buy a 
larger place in the near future. The 
people here are unable to do any- 
thing so far as finance is concerned. 
Formerly, this was a mining town, 
but now the mines are practically 
shut down, and the majority of peo- 
ple have no work whatever to do. 
This is one of the poorest towns in 
Cuba, I suppose. Keep praying for us 
and we will keep fighting for God. 





BIBLE SCHOOL IN INDIA 
Dora P. Myers 
Dear Evangel Reader: 

Greetings again in the Saviour’s 
name from India. I wish to take this 
opportunity to thank each of you 
who have written us and to tell you 
that we appreciate very much each 
letter. We hope you will find time to 
write again. 

We have just passed through the 
holiday season here in India. It has 
certainly been an unusual one. India 
does not celebrate Christmas as we 
do in the United States. No one here 
would celebrate it except the Chris- 
tians, and they do not because they 
say it is a heathen custom and that 
we do not know when Christ was 
born anyway. However, this year, on 
January 6, 1951, for the first time in 
history, the Martomist Church, a 
Syrian Christian church here in 
Chengannur, decorated a tree for 
Christmas and had a program sim- 
ilar to our Christmas programs in the 
United States. The tree was a mimosa 
tree which was decorated with lan- 
terns like Japanese lanterns, balloons, 
and pieces of colored paper. The 
lanterns had electric lights in them. 
A group of Indians, Brother and Sis- 
ter French, and I sang some Christ- 
mas carols in English. This, too, was 
quite unusual because the Indian’s 
prefer their own music, which is very

different from our music. We were 
invited to go to a similar service on 
January 7. This represented a definite 
breaking away from a firmly estab- 
lished custom and belief. 

I am very happy to teli you about 
the opening of the Church of God 
Bible School in India. The first sem- 
eseter will begin June 11, 1951. This 
will be a two-year school for the 
present, with a nine-month term each 
year. 

We plan to begin with twenty-five 
students, twenty of whom will be 
young men, and the other five, young 
women. It will be necessary to offer 
this schooling free to the young men 
and women who show a definite in- 
terest in doing the Lord’s work. There 
will be requirements in education and 
in ability that these young folks must 
meet. 

We have estimated it will cost 
about five dollars a month for each 
student. In response to the notice 
that Brother French put in the 
Evangel, about ten people have sent 
in money to help pay for ten students. 
We certainly do appreciate this fine 
co-operation, and we shall be very 
glad if there are others who feel that 
they can help in this worthy cause. 
We have a good building for the 
school. It does need repairs badly. 
We also want to begin a good library 
and we need equipment. Any help 
anyone feels he can give toward this 
work will really be appreciated. I am 
sure I do not need to stress the im- 
portance of education. The Indian 
people are very much aware of the 
value of education and are happy 
that this school will be opened. The 
people are very much in need of 
learning the doctrines of our church. 
There is a great need for evangelists 
to go into parts of India where Chris- 
tianity is scarcely known. A school will 
be the finest means of training young 
people for this work. 

If you cannot help us financially, 
you can support us faithfully with 
your prayers. We pray that the Lord’s 
— blessings will rest upon each 
of you. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE PAST YEAR 


From the office of the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals, Chicago 5, 
Illinois. 

The past year started out with a 
signal victory for Protestants in the 
resignation of Myron C. Taylor as en- 
voy to the Vatican. This happened, 
by a strange change of events, within 
two hours after a resolution reached 
the President of the United States 
from the Commission on Christian 
Liberty of NAE. This committee was 
meeting on January 17, 1950, at the 
Wardman Park Hotel, Washington, D. 
C. Later the committee sent the Presi- 
dent a letter commending his approval 
of the resignation and i him not 
to appoint a successor. Letters and 
telegrams were sent to the White 
House, and organizations and churches 
made their protests known. The issue 
has not been settled. The President will 
not commit himself one way or the 
other. Christians are urged to keep on 
praying about this and to continue 





to make their will known to the end 
of complete victory. 


PERSECUTION IN COLOMBIA 
reached a peak of destruction, brutali- 
ty, and death through the beginning 
and middle of the year. The facts as 
recorded in letters and reports were 
filed with the Department of State as 
an official protest against this illness 
of a sister nation. Dr. Clyde Taylor 
released a full report to the nation in 
August, under the title “Fire and Death 
for Protestants.” The news received 
wide publicity and aroused the Chris- 
tians of the land. Accounts of terrible 
happenings came in through Septem- 
ber. Then in October the good news 
came that the fires of persecution were 
subsiding. As the new year begins, all 
is not well, but a blessed release from 
fanatical opposition is felt . . . proof 
again that God is answering the 
prayers of His people. Colombia is 
singled out as an example of persecu- 
tion in the cause of Christ, from the 
many countries where it broke out, 
because of its national character and 
intensity in that land. 

THE KOREAN WAR has focused the 
attention of the world on that country. 
The war came just at a time when one 
of the greatest advances for Christ in 
the world was being made. There were 
more Christians per population in 
Korea at that time than anywhere 
else in the world. The North Koreans 
launched their attack in a spring- 
time of revival and evangelism for the 
people. The terrible atrocities commit- 
ted, the suffering and death resulting, 
and the widespread destruction could 
not be tabulated before the Chinese 
Reds joined the fight to multiply the 
results. We were aroused by the sud- 
den outbreak of war, and later, on the 
verge of triumph, were shocked into 
a sense of insecurity and helplessness 
by United Nations reverses and the 
threat of another world war. As one of 
the members of Congress said at the 
turn of the year, “I have served in the 
legislative chambers of my country for 
a long time, and for the first time in 
my experience I have the feeling that 
there is no hope.” This expresses the 
general feeling of insecurity that pre- 
vails today, and presents a golden op- 
portunity for Christians to direct peo- 
ple to the sole source of hope—Jesus 
Christ. 

THE OLD YEAR ENDED, some will 
say, with three major network speeches 
on the national and international 
crisis, the declaration of a state of 
emergency, the appointment of key 
men to new duties, and the passage of 
legislation and issuing of orders in 
line with the emergency. Others will 
say that the old year ended with the 
observance of the birthday of the Sav- 
iour, Jesus Christ, the memories and 
echoes of revivals across the land, the 
singing of the familiar hymns and 
carols, the reading of God’s unchang- 
ing Word, and the prayers of thanks- 
giving and praise of His people. Since 
we know not what a day, or a new 
year may bring forth, it behooves us 
to turn to Him and lead others to 
Him, as never before, who has “all 
power in heaven and earth.”

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ls Water Baptism in Jesus’ Name a Bible Doctrine?

First, let us notice 1 John 5:7: “For 
there are three that bear record in 
heaven, the Father, the Word (Jesus), 
and the Holy Ghost: and these three 
are one.” Continuing to the last 
clause in verse 8, we find this state- 
ment, “and these three agree in one.” 
Do you believe these three agree? 
This cannot be true if the interpreta- 
tion given by some is correct, for 
Christ’s baptismal formula in Matt. 
28:19 is in open disagreement with 
the alleged revelation of the Holy 
Spirit to Peter at Pentecost. Here are 
the Saviour’s words: “Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” I 
cannot believe that the Holy Spirit 
disagreed with Christ. If He did, He 
is just as guilty as you and I when 
we break the command of Christ. 


It is my purpose to prove that Peter 

was only using in the baptismal serv- 
ice of Pentecost the commission giv- 
en him by Jesus Christ in Luke 24:47, 
and that he was not baptizing in Je- 
sus’ name in the singular. Let us ob- 
serve the scripture, “And he (Peter) 
commanded them to be baptized in 
the name of the Lord.” Webster does 
not agree that the word Lord is a 
_title when referring to Jesus. His 
statement follows: “Lord is a person 
(singular) possessing supreme power 
and authority.” Some folks declare 
that the word Lord is a title. Did 
Peter command the Jews to be bap- 
tized in the name of Jesus Christ, 
and five years later state that the 
Gentiles should be baptized in the 
title of the Lord? In Acts 10:34, Peter 
“opened his mouth, and said, of a 
truth I perceive that God is no re- 
specter of persons.” I say, NO! Peter 
still used the formula given him in 
Luke’s Gospel, and there is only one 
baptismal formula for all. 

Let us proceed to Acts 19:5 to a 
scene twenty-one years after Pente- 
cost. The,apostle Paul is speaking to 
the Ephesian disciples of John the 
Baptist: “Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed?” They re- 
plied, “We have not so much as heard 
whether there be. any Holy Ghost.” 
You see, if these Ephesians had been 
baptized according to directions in 
Matt. 28:19, they would have known 
about the Holy Ghost as He is in that 
baptismal formula; on the other 
hand, if they were baptized only in 
Jesus’ name, they still would not 
have heard of the Holy Ghost. Now 
note the fifth verse, after Paul had 
convinced these folk that they were 
not to stop with the law of Moses, 
nor the teachings of John the Bap- 
tist, but were to obtain the experi- 
ence of grace from that person whom 
.both had named: “When they heard 
this, they were baptized in the name 
of the Lord Jesus.” Hence they would 
no longer be recognized as disciples 
of either Moses or John, but of Jesus, 
and although the full formula is not 
recorded here, there is no reason for 
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doubting that these people were bap- 
tizd in the name of the Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost. For, correctly inter- 
preted, the Word never contradicts 
itself. Following are three scripture 
references: Acts 2:38; Acts 10:47; 
Acts 19:5. None of these formulas are 
worded like that given in Matt. 28:19 
and Luke 24:47, where the. account 
of the Great Commission is given. If 
we accept the teaching of some on 
Acts 2:38, we must conclude that the 
Gentiles were baptized wrong, and 
that Paul disagreed with Peter over 
the baptismal method. But can we 
believe that they were improperly 
baptized? No! Paul was merely bap- 
tizing in the name of Him who had 
sent him, with the formula that per- 
son had provided in Matt. 28:19. 

Here is a catchy saying by those 
who oppose the baptismal formula 
that Jesus gave: “There isn’t a record 
in the New Testament where any- 
one was ever baptized in the name 
of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost.” 
But this saying is just as true: 
“Neither is there any record in the 
New Testament of anyone who was 
baptized in the name of Jesus Christ.” 

Why not expound Matt. 28:19 more 
perfectly? Let’s study the message in 
it: “Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations (people), baptizing them in 
the name (singular) of the Father 
(of all), and (in the name) of the 
Son, and (in the name) of the 
Holy Ghost.” Here are three singular 
persons joined together by two con- 
— making them plural. In 
eing baptized thus, we honor: 

The Father (Father of all) 

The Son (Son of the Father; the 
Saviour and Elder Brother of the 
saved) 

The Holy Ghost (The Agent of our 
redemption from the Father, through 
the Son) 

Why baptize in the name of Jesus 
alone, and leave out the other two 
benefactors in our personal salvation? 
Our God is a jealous God! 

1. We are convicted of sin by the 
Holy Ghost, John 16:8. 

2. We are drawn by the Father, 
John 6:44. 

3. Jesus Christ is our Advocate, 1 
John 2:1. In Matt. 28:19 is a final and 
important commandment of Jesus, 
and in John 14:15, He said, “If ye love 
me, keep my commandments.” Then 
again, in John 15:14, He said, “Ye are 
my friends, if ye do whatsoever I 


éommand you.” Then, in Rev. 22:14, 
“Blessed are they that do His com- 


mandments, that they may have 
right to the tree of life, and may 
enter in through the gates into the 
city.” If we don’t obey Christ, what 
hope have we of entering the city of 
God? 

Brethren, we are living in a day of 
apostasy! Paul tells us that the Holy 
Spirit “speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from 
the faith.” I believe the time is here. 
Jesus warns, in Matt. 24: 4, 5, “Take 
heed that no man deceive you, for 
many shall come in my name. . 
and shall deceive many.” He was 
speaking of the last days. In 1.-John 
2:22, we are informed that not only 
those are liars who deny that Jesus 
is the Christ, but that those are anti- 
christs who deny the Father and the 
Son. Does not baptism in Jesus’ name 
alone deny the persons of the Father 
and the Holy Ghost? We will not be 
deceived! “We are of God: he that 
knoweth God heareth us; he that is 
not of God heareth not us. Hereby 
know we the spirit of truth, and the 
spirit of error,” 1 John 4:6. Jude saw 
the disbelief of these times. Perhaps 
he was present with Timothy when 
the young preacher received Paul’s 
message about the departure from 
the faith, which we have quoted 
above. At any rate, one year later he 
wrote the saints to contend for the 
faith. The true believer does not 
question the existence of the Holy 
Trinity, and desires to honor its three 
members in water baptism. Some peo- 
ple teach that when you are bap- 
tized in Jesus’ name, you become the 
bride of Christ. How could Spirit- 
filled people be that blind? All who 
are in Christ’s body or church are 
part of His betrothed, but will not 
become His bride until after the rap- 
ture. Rev. 19:7 reveals when the wed- 
ding will take place. 

There are many preachers who are 
as unskilled and unlearned as a nov- 
ice, and they handle God’s Word to 
the destruction of themselves and 
others. They are at work, but their 
labor will not stand the test. Church 
of God ministers, let us declare the 
truth to hungry hearts, sheep that 
are in other pastures. Remember the 
words of Jesus, “Other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold.” People 
need strength. If ever we fed them 
meat (the whole truth), they need it 
now. May God in His wisdom help us 
to be good shepherds with real in- 
terest in the flock. Again, “Is water 
baptism in Jesus’ name (singular) a 
Bible doctrine?” The positive Bible 
answer is no.

We have an agreement, also, that we 
will go across town and as our Gen- 
eral Overseer has asked, organize an- 
other church in every city where we 
have room. If we do not have room, 
go into another town. This reminds 
us of the words of our Lord when He 
said, “I must go into the next town 
that I may preach the gospel there 


also,” for He declared that was the 
purpose for which He had come into 
the world. The real Christian who 
has the burden of the lost upon him, 
and feels like Jeremiah did about 
God’s message when he said, “It is 
like fire shut up in my bones,” can- 
not be satisfied even though he has 
a good church and is drawing a good 
salary, for he sees that town down 
the road a few miles away that does

suddenly hear of the news. 

Daniel had a vision in which he 
beheld four nations, the Babylonians, 
the Medes and Persians, the Greeks, 
and Rome. Out of Rome he saw ten 
horns, a kind of confederacy of ten 
nations, with Rome at the head. The 
Mussolinis, the Hitiers, and the Stal- 
ins will come and go; the maps of 
the world may be changed over night, 
but when the clock of God’s eternal 
hour strikes, there will appear on the 
scene Satan’s king of kings, the anti- 
christ, at the head of a great Roman 
Confederacy. This antichrist will mass 
a huge army of unregenerated per- 
sons for the last great clash. Since the 
true-born again child of God will be 
gone, the remainder of the religious 
forces will unite and most likely pool 
all of their resources against the 
godless federation of the Bolshevik 
world. 

The monarch of Italy will evidently 
be marching through Egypt, and sud- 
denly, says Daniel, something will dis- 
turb him. In Daniel 11:44, we read, 
“But tidings out of the east and out 
of the north shall trouble him: there- 
fore he shall go forth with great fury 
to destroy, and utterly to take away 
many.” He will backtrack into the 
glorious land with great fury to de- 
stroy and utterly sweep away many, 
and there he will come _ face to face 
with the prince of the Northern Con- 
federacy, for God says, “I will call 
for the sword against the. Gog of the 
North.” He will seem to be without 
reason. Heavenly disturbances and 
the shaking of the earth will occur 
while the northern forces are fight- 
ing a sort of civil war among them- 
selves. While the earth is shaking; 
while the disturbances are taking 
place in heaven, the antichrist will 
arrive with his forces from Egypt to 
complete the awful job. Ezek. 39:11, 
“And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will give unto Gog a place 
there of graves in Israel, the valley of 
the passengers on the east of the sea; 
and it shall stop the noses of the 
passengers: and there shall they bury 
Gog and all his multitude: and they 
shall call it, The valley of Hamon- 
gog. And seven months shall the 
house of Israel be burying of them, 
that they may cleanse the land.” Al- 
though it may take seven months for 
Israel to complete this task of bury- 
ing the dead of Gog, it seems to me 
that it will be a job they will enjoy, 
for the anti-God forces will have been 
wiped out, and only one-sixth of them 
will be able to make their way back 
over the mountains to their homes 
in the North. When they arrive there, 
they will find that God has judged 
the homeland, as well as the armed 
forces that went out in great array 
of battle. 

THE GREAT TRIBULATION 

Thus will end the reign of the 
prince of the North and his com- 
munist forces; but, at the same time, 
it will bring to the front the anti- 
christ, who is also against God, and 
he undoubtedly will soon. break the 
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covenant which he confirmed with 
Israel. The great tribulation will then 
begin. For the next three and one- 
half years God will pour out His fury 
upon the antichrist and his forces. 
When God’s judgment has been suf- 
ficient for both Israel and the Gen- 
tiles, then we shall see the Lord Him- 
self descending from heaven with His 
armies. All the nations of the earth 
will have been gathered together in 
the land of Palestine, and there the 
battle of Armageddon will be fought. 
This is a battle of the heavenly forces 
against the forces of the world, under 
the leadership of the antichrist. The 
antichrist and the false prophet will 
be cast into the lake of fire; Satan 
will be bound and cast into the bot- 
tomless pit. Israel will be snatched 
from the claws of the antichrist and 
established upon the throne of Da- 
vid. Christ will sit upon the seat of 
David’s throne, and the millennial 
kingdom will be inaugurated.

Soon we who are saved will 
hear the trumpet sound and shall be 
ushered into His presence. Yes, “every 
man that hath this hope in him pur- 
ifieth himself, even as he is pure.”

One 
of the workers approached this fine 
Christian gentleman and said “Broth- 
er, you have been a Christian for a 
long time, you have been attending 
our church for years, we would like 
to have you join. Well, said the man, 





this is the first time anyone has ever 
invited me to join this church, I have 
been looking forward to this day 
when I would have an invitation.” Do 
not be backward and let our good 
Christian people stay out of the 
Church of God. They need this home 
that God has provided for them. We 
may help the lost to come to God by 
supporting our evangelists, by sup- 
porting the revival meeting, by pay- 
ing our mission money into the treas- 
ury, and helping the state mission 
work to open new fields and organ- 
ize new churches. Also, a portion of 
it goes to headquarters to help us to 
evangelize the world. It is a glorious 
privilege that every Christian has to 
help support the gospel of the Son of 
God. If he is not able to go, he can 
send someone. 

Are we assured of success if we use 
the right methods in preaching the 
gospel? Here is our text again, “He 
that believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved.” 

It seems that I can see you as a 
mighty army of soldiers of the cross 
as you return to your fields of labor, 
your hearts aglow with love and the 
presence of God, and a message upon 
your hearts. You infuse your church 
with holy zeal. You put on a crusade 
against the powers of the devil. Go 
into the homes and invite the lost 
to come to Jesus (bring them to 
church), and get the Christians in the 
community to join the church, and 
help you in this great work of the 
Lord. You hear the new-born souls. 
You see new prayer meetings and new 
Sunday Schools begin. You are soon 
calling for the district overseers to 
come and organize new churches. 
Soon a church building goes up, a 
lighthouse, a soul filling station for 
the wants of men and women, a place 
where the full gospel is preached, 
where the lost come and hear that 
they may find Jesus, where the sick, 
twisted, lame bodies hear testimonies 
of healing and that the Lord will heal 
them. The Christians that have been 
saved but have had such hard times 
overcoming the powers of the devil 
hear of the deeper consecration and 
the blessed Baptism of the Holy Ghost 
as it comes upon their lives. I see in 
my fancy as they join with us and 
thus establish, not one or two, but a 
dozen or 25 new churches in the State 
of Tennessee for the glory of God this 
year. 

There is so much that could be 
said on this subject but I feel that I 
have said enough at this time. Let us 
look forward to that great reaping 
day when Jesus Himself shall come 
and shall catch us up, with all those 
we have helped win to Christ, when 
the church goes marching in and we 
are permitted to sit down with Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob, the patri- 
archs and apostles of old, and all the 
good people that have ever lived, to 
enjoy the blessings of God eternally. 
We shall be happy then, for any sac- 
rifice that we shall have ever made. 
May God’s blessings be upon you is my 
prayer.
